Mr. Archbold said that as far as he 
tiew the Texas Oil Co. was not owned 
or controlled by the Standard. The 
Téxas company sold some of its output, 
the witness said, to the Standard. 

The Cost of Refineries. © 

Mr. Archbold’s attention was called to 
the cost of refineries put into the trust 


tn 1882, which was $17,000,000. This was 


the inventery value, said Mr. Archbold. 
He was then asked if the exhibits of 
the defense showing ‘the cost of refin- 
erjes in 1906 to be $57,009,000 were not 
gross costs inst: .. of costs less depre- 
ciation. Mr. Archbold said it might have 
been an error of bookkeeping, where- 
upon the accountants for both sides be- 
gan at,examination of the exhibit. 

Mr. Keli ‘wequested Mr. Archbold 
to make an. Bxamination of the exhibit 
some time foday and have ‘the question 
of the cost 6f refineries cleared up. 

Mr. Afchbold said the first refineries 
at the ‘seaboard were not built by the 
Standard, which rly realized their 
value in.the export business and took 
them over. 

Mr. Kellogg desired to know if. it 
was not a fact that in 1871, before the 
Standard was formed, that the percen- 
tage of export and refined oil-to crude 
productions was not greater than today 
when it is only 18 per cent. 

Less Oil Exported Now. 

“FE could not say,’’ replied the witness. 
“Certainly, sinc> then there has been 
immense production of low-grade . oil 
which -is not available for _réfining.’’ 
Moreover, Mr. Archbold safa@ the pro- 
duction of crudé oil, In the early days, 
was very small, and while the percen- 
tage of export might seem large, it 
would not indicate the amount of busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Kellogg asked the witness if the 
Devoe Manufacturing Co. had not, sold 
oil in. cans abroad before the Standard 
purchased it. Mr. Archbold said the 
Deyoe company did. 

Replying to a question. Mr. Archbold 
{said the Standard had purchased oil in 
Russia, but is not doirig so now. The 
Standard had interests in Roumania. 

How the Tariff Works. 

The Government counsel then took up 

the question of tariffs on oil in ‘the 
various countries and Mr, Archbold said 
the duties in Russia were just what that 
country ch 3 to make them. 
'. "If they will let our; oil in free they 
can gét their oils in free here. There is 
no favoritism among the countries 
where crude oil is produced. If France 
has a duty against American oils the 
same duties apply to other countries.” 

Mr. Kellogg asked what were the 
Standard’s advantage with regard to the 
‘ariff, and Mr. Archbold replied: 

“All this talk of favoritism to the 
standard by the tariff is bosh.” 

Mr. Archbold said/that in spite of 
the Russian policy of protection, “We 
manage to get a little in on them oc- 
casionally.” 

“So if Russia keeps you out we keep 
them out?’ said Mr. Kellogg. 

“What do you n by ‘we'—the Re- 
pullicau party?" ke in Mr. Milbufn.

Dr. Gallagher is 6 years old and lives 
at 1513 Olive street. He has been .s0 
acoustomed to having the dog lead him 
about that he is now a prisoner in his 
home, afraid to trust hienpert awe on 
the busy streets. 

‘‘Alcaino, let’s go to the barber shop,” 
the doctor would say, and the dog would 
take the ferrule end of the old man’s 
cane and safely pilot hint: In the same 
way, at.the word of command, Alcaino 
would guide the doctor to the grocer’s 
or the butcher’s. He was the blind 
man’s eyes. : 

Aleaing Never Erred., 

If it was meal time the doctor would 
say: “Come on, Alcaino, it is, time, for 
us to eat,” and the dog would take the 
end of the cane and lead in another 
direction to the restaurant. He never 
made a mistake. 

It was necessary to cross the street 
to go to both of these places and, when 
the dog came to the cross place, he 
would stop there and look up and down 
the street to see that the road was 
clear. If there was a car or an auto- 


mobile coming he would wait. But when | 


there was a clear roadway in both direc- 
tions, he would seize the cane again 
and fairly run across, tugging with all 
his might to hurry his master. 

If a sprinkling cart came along as 
he was leading the doctor, .Alcaino 
would drop the cane and push his nose 
against his master’s legs, and then the 
doctor would move in the direction in- 
dicated and the dog would not “stop 
pushing until ‘he had him against the 
building on the inner side of the walk, 
where the water would not reach’ him.

There is a good deal of Terminal Trust arro- 
gance in the remarks of the business men who 
insist that that monopoly shall have freely what- 
ever it may demand. We are all familiar with 
the proverbial attitude of the rich man who 
asked concerning an opponent: “What does he 
know about this question? He isn’t worth a dol- 
lar!” As that logic was not regarded as con- 
vincing in the matter of right and wrong thea 
involyed, so James EB. Smith’s remark that the 
men who oppose the latest Terminal grab are 
ridiculous because they never shipped a pound 
of freight and never saw a bill of lading, can 
hardly be regarded as wise or conclusive. 

Men oppose the proposed grant to the Ter- 
minal Trust for various reasons, no doubt, just 
as.men support it from a variety of motives. If 
we were sure that every member of the Business 
Men’s League who favors the monopoly in this 
ease were wholly disinterested, which we are not, 
we would hold nevertheless that the men who 
resist the Terminal grab are entitled to more 
consideration. In this controversy it is plaia 


lenough that the trust is favored in some in- 


stances by self-interest, which is not mindful of 
the public interest. It is equally clear that in 
many cases the saat is opposed on corréct prin- 
ciples. 

The most important principle involved in the 
Terminal dispute is the matter of compensation. 
Nothing adequate in that line has been provided 


for. The Terminal Trust asks the city to make

In other cities where there are no terminal 
monopolies, no terminal oppressions, no ter- 
minal propaganda in business, society and 
politics, when railroads ask favors at the 
hands of the public they offer something in 
exchange and they carry out their agree- 
ments in good faith. They do not beg with 
one hand and smite with the other. 
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RICH MEN AS LAWMAKERS. 

Burton Holmes says that the Japanese Goy- 
ernment makes the three richest men in each 
province members of the Senate, the theory being 
that the men who have made successes of their 
business can probably make a success of the Gov- 
ernment’s. In the United States many million- 
aires have gone to the Senate, but the means by 
which many of them went were open to more 
objections’ than is the mere accumulation of 
money. They were not senators because they had 
money, but because they had money they became’ 
senators. The system has the further advantage 
of making the very rich man his own lawmaker 
instead of, permitting him to have a proxy. Pride 
will often keep a man from doing in person what 
he would be willing that an agent should do. 

Who will say that John D. Rockefeller as a 
member of the United States Senate would not 
be of: greater value than his son’s father-in-law 
or that Pierpont Morgan or one of the Vander-|' 
bilts would not be preferable to Depew? , 
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“PROFESSIONAL COURTESY.” 
During a coroner’s inquest a day or two ago a 
physician testified that he had signed a death’ cer- 








without having seen either the patient or the 
cadaver.* He said that he signed the certificate as 
an act of “professional courtesy” to a brother 
practitioner. 

In this particular case the “professional cour- 
tesy” may or may not have been a step toward 
covering up a crime, but it was clearly a viola- 
tion of law as well as professional ethics. A 
physician awes much to the public and one of the 
things he owes is good faith. 

The laws regulating death certificates are de- 
signed to protect the public, and they are more 
important than “professional courtesy,” as the 
physician in question will probably learn by the 
time the law is through with him.

Getting Work for Workers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Instead of further organization of charities, the 
better and wider organization of employment agen- 
cles would help to lessen the number of the unem- 
ployed.

One’s regret for such exhibitions is 
deepened by the reflection that just as 
mueh time and effort have been spent 
in preparing the films for these pictures 
as would have been in producing othors 
of a more desirable character. The 
proper backgrounds have had to be se- 
lected: the actors in the tragedies have 
had to be trained; houses, furniture, 
raflroad trains, steamboats, and automo- 
biles have had to be hired, in fact, ev- 
erything necessary for the picture. And 
all the theught, time and energy have 
teen expended for the portrayal of the 
“realism of bloodshed, crime and bru- 


telity.”

Preparatory to the construction of a 
$15,000,000 gas generating and storage 
plant on the River Des Peres, between 
Broadway and the Mississippi River, 
the Laclede Gaslight Co. will intreduce 
in the Municipal Assembly Friday a bill 
asking for the vucation of several un- 
improved streets and alleys. ' 

The company will offer to reimburse 
the city at the full original average 
purchase price paid for the ground em- 
braced in the streets and alleys it wish- 


es vacated. 

Cc. L. Holman, secretary and gen- 
eral manager,of the Laclede Gaslight 
Co., says theyre are about ten acres in, 
the streets and alleys. The company 
Owns approximately 200 acres of ground 
south ef Catalan street, between Broad- 
way and the Mississippi River, of which 
99 acres are-in the city Nmits and 100 
are in St. Louls County. The original 
cost we the land was about $390,000. 


eo Make It Finest Piant. 
Usin this tract of land the gas com- 


pany proposes to erect the finest and 
most complete artifical gas generating 
plant in the werld. Mr. Holman says 
that not less than $15,000,000 will be ex- 
pended. He states that the price paid 
for the property. In the city limits 
ranges frem $1500 to $2000 an ‘acre and 
that the company will pay into the City 
Treasury the sum of $20,000 when the 
streets and alleys have been vacated. 

The streets in the district are ,not 
improved and the gas company owns 
all the land intersected by the portions 
of them it asks to have vacated. 

The bill will ask for the vacation of 
Water street and the alleys on both 
sides of if, between the south line of 
Lorentz and the River des Peres. The 
company will ask also for the vacation 
of Lorentz street between the east linc 
of the first alley east of Water street 
and the St. Leuis & Iron Mountain 
Railroad tracks. 

The Streets Desired. 

Other north and gouth streets and al- 
leys desired vacated are: Vulcan street 
from Catalan street to the city limits, 
a few feét south of the River des 
Peres; Reilly and Polk streets from 
Catalan street to the, River des Peres; 
the alley between Vulcan and Reilly 
street from half a bleck north of Lor- 
entz street to the River des Peres, 
and the alley between Reilly street and 
Polk street, from Lorentz street to the 
River des Peres. Also short sections of 
Donaldson and Van Buren streets, be- 
tween the River des Peres and the city 
limits. 

Chadwick street, between Vulcan and 
Polk streets, will be included in the list 
of ‘streets desired vacated. A triangular 
section of Victoria avenue following 
the line of the city limits on the south, 
from a point a little.west of Vulcan 
street to Donaldson street, is also 
asked for. 

All the s#reets and alleys in the com- 
pany’s property in\ St. ‘Louis County 
Were vacated several years ago, when 
the gas company first contemplated the 
erection of the plant. 

Weald Widen Des Peres, 

The company proposes to straighten 
and deepen the channel of the River 
des Peres from the Mississippi Riv-

“Not only is it centemplated te pro- 
duce the ordinary pitch, reofing-felt, 
light and dead oils, creosote moth-~-balls, 
but also the finest products of tar, 
such ag Aniliie dyes and every medici- 
nal constituent of tar recently discovr 
ered by medical science. 

“Not only will the standard crude am- 
moniacal liquer be produced, but in ad- 
dition there will be the commercia) aqua 
ammonia and ammonium sulphate, 
which has recently been found to be of 
great usé and benefit in the fertilizing 
industry. a 

“The company will own its own tufg- 
boats, operate its own barges, and the 
activity in South St. Louis will be some- 
thing greater than has ever been seen 
in that portion of the city heretofore. 


Iike That at Gary. 
In the work on the preliminary plans, 


Mr. Beggs has stated that the activity 
would very much resemble the enormous 
works of the United States Steel opera- 
tions at Gary, Ind. 

“A general idea of the magnitude of 
the eperations in contemplation can be 
formed when it is knewn that for each 
day’s operation 8000 tons of coal will be 
used; each day 100 carleads of coke will 
be made; each day 120,000 gallons of tar 
will be produced; each day 160,000 pounds 
of ammenia sulphate will be produced;
